Transport 


The new Road and Railway Transport 
Bill to co-ordinate all road and railway 
undertakings in Northern Ireland follows 
closely the lines of the report of Sir Felix 
Pole. The main feature of the bill is the 
establishment of a Road Transport Board, 
which will acquire, either by agreement 
or arbitration, all road paseenger and 
goods service. This Transport Board will 
form with the railways a joint committee, 
which will pool the net receipts of the 
Board and the railways, and these will be 
divided between them on the basis of a 
standard year. This is a new feature cf 
transport organisation so far as the 
United Kingdom is concerned, and is even 
more advanced than.the arrangement now 
operating in the Free State. After the 
Board is set up no ohe will be permitted 
to use a motor véhicle for the conveyance 
of passengers or goods except with the 
consent of the Board: and the approval of 
the Ministry of Home Affairs. “There are 


chants, manufacturers, and local carriers 
in Belfast and Londonderry.

The Education Levy 


The Belfast yee is determined

Under the Government of Ireland 
Act and the Colwyn Committee Report, 
‘* education services ” were regarded as 
State charges, and it was mentioned by 
the Parliamentary Secretary of the 
Ministry of Education recently, in moving 
the estimates in the Northern Parliament, 
that the cost.of education in England had 
advanced, although the estimates of 
the Northern Ministry had remained 
stationary.

The 
inistry contributes annually £81,000 to 
the Belfast education authority (the 
Corporation), but by the 1s. levy it will 
receive back £91, per annum, so that 
it will cease to give any grant and gain

gotten that when educational responsibility 
was transferred to the Northern Govern- 
ment the schools were in a derelict con- 
dition, and the Belfast Corporation has 
had virtually to re-school Belfast. . 


Milk Marketing 


The Northern milk marketing scheme 
has many advantages and a few dis- 
advantages. The idea behind the scheme 
is to encourage the production of a pure 
milk supply, to give producers an 
adequate price, and, if possible, to in- 
crease the sale of milk. To achieve the 
first object, milk has been graded into 
three grades, A, B and C, with prices 
according to each grade... Producers of 
each grade have to pay a levy, and a 
guaranteed price of 5d. per gallon is bein 
paid to those who supply creameries, wit 
a view to preventing the creamery 
suppliers invading the milk market when 
creameries only offer ód. and 4d. per 
allon. Producers ot Grade C milk, the. 
owest grade under the scheme, have 
refused to hand over a levy of ód. per 
gallon, and in Ballymena, Keady, Armagh 
and other centres, they are defying the 
Milk Council. Ever since the scheme 
came into operation Grade C producers 
have resented the fact that they must pay 
the heaviest levy. The official explana- 
tion of, this is that the heaviness of the 
levy is a spur to producers to improve the 
quality. and graduate into the B or A 
rades, commanding a sn gy price and 
ei levy. A Mais capital expenditure 
is necessary to gúalify for Grade A or B. 
Bottled milk and producers object to 
undertaking this expenditure. Those who 
have done so, however, are finding it a 
profitable investment.

A reasonable amount of Grade C 
milk should be available for those who 
cannot afford the higher grades, and by 
inspection the quality and cleanliness 
could be improved. : 


Magistrates’. Appeal 


The decision of the Northern magis- 
trates to appeal to the Judicial Committee 
of the Privy Council against the bill to 
abolish their judicial functions is_ one 
which will meet with the general approval 
of the magistrates and a large section of 
the public. ‘Phere is no popular support 
for this bill, and any views which have 
been publicly expressed have been against 
it. The bill has passed through the House 
of Commons by 20 votes to seven. 
Although there are 52 members in the 
House, considerably less than half this 
number voted for the bill, and of these 
20 eight or nine were either members of 
the Government or occupied a salaried 
position, The bill will now go to the 
Senate, and it will be interesting to see 
if the Senate members will support the 
Government in a measure which many 
members regard as unnecessary. The bill 
has been brought forward primarily io 
improve the administration of the law in 
Belfast, particularly in regard to Betting 
Act cases. It is admitted, even by the 
Magistrates’ Association, that reform is 
necessary here, and they have put forward 
proposals to that effect. Instead of either 
amending the betting laws by imposing 
minimum penalties, transferring these 
cases, like Licensing Act cases, to resi- 
dent magistrates, or by some other means 
improving the administration of justice in 
betting cases, the Ministry of Home 
Affairs has decided to sweep the Justices 
of the Peace clean out of the Quarter 
Sessions and Petty Sessions Courts, not 
only. in Belfast, but throughout the six 


counties.

Mr. Oliver Dixon 


The name of Dixon always makes one 
think of the renowned Reading man, who 
for over forty years has been a consistent 
buyer of Irish hunters.

Do you remember the great 
grey mare you sold me? ”’

Royalties have all at one time or other 
bought hunters from Mr. Dixon. This 
week he ‘was here, when he was besieged 
with requests from photographic studios 
to sit for his portrait.

The New Austin. 


OT much has been published about the 
new Austin. I understand, however, 
that the engine is to be a twin overhead 
camshaft unit. There are to be four 
cylinders with a bore of 60.5 m.m. and a 
stroke of 65.1 m.m., the cubic capacity 
being 744 c.c. 
It is expected that the engine will 
‘‘rev.”’ at 11,000 per minute, and a lap 
of Brooklands at 125 m.p.h, is regarded 
as within the car’s capabilities. All out 
speed may be 130 m.p.h. Think of it!

The Ministerial party arrived early. Pre

GRIFFITH LEADS 
By this time most of the backmarkers had 
become “' sjso-rans,” and little danger was 
to be feared from those’ behind Kitchen. 
Griffith, however, was. beating his’ handicap 
to a greater extent than any other rider ir 
the race, and he continued to lead Kitchen 
to the end of the thirteenth lap. On the 
next circrié he had the misfortune to fall, 
damaging his machine and spraining his 
wrist. 
Kitchen’s win was now assured, for, while 
S. Gleave (246 New Imperial) and H. 
Pinnington (346 A.J.8.) were travelling very 
fast, they were not gaining on the Liverpool 
man sufficiently to overhaul him in the re- 
maining -two laps. He ran out a winner by 
forty-eight seconds. 
The second man was Gleave, whose New 
Imperial proved the. fastest machine of its 
class) ‘Three times in the race Gleave broke 
the class lap record, and he left it at 75.5 
miles an hour..

KING AND QUEEN ON 
BALCONY 


The King ‘and Queen delighted 
thousands of their subjects by appearing 
on the balcony of Buckingham Palace. 
Suddenly the blinds on the Chinese Room 
on the first floor at the north end -of the 
Palace were drawn aside. 

The French windows were opened, and 
the King and Queen stepped out on to the 
balcony: to be :greeted by:.a ‘tumultous 
érowd. The King was in evening dréss, 
andthe Quéen was a lovely regal figure 
with diamonds glittering in her corsage. 


‘In the soft golden light Their Majesties 
‘stood out in silhouette—two beautiful, 
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dazzling gorgeous figures. More than ten 
thousand people were outside the Palace. 

The crowd surged towards the Palace 
railings, men pa women waving Union 
Jacks and other flags, cheered and cheered 
again and again as the King and Queen 
stood on the balcony for about ninety 
seconds. Their. Majesties waved . and 
smiled to their enthusiastic subjects. It 
was an unforgettable scene. 

The crowd remained cheering and waving 
flags for a long time afterwards. The news 
of Their Majesties’ appearance spread 
quickly, and soon the whole area in front 
of the Victoria Memorial was filled with 
a cheering throng.

In replying to addresses in the morning 
the King declared that it was his intention 
“to do everything that lies within my 
power to ‘promote the happiness and 
general well-being of the Irish people. 

On Tuesday a great military review was 
held in the Phenix Park’; this concluded 
with the presentation of new Colours to the 
Connaught Rangers. A garden party was 
held at the Viceregal Lodge in the after- 
noon, and the King afterwards drove 
through the North side of the city before 
returning to hold a Court in the Castle at 
night. The Royal visitors left Dublin on 
July 12th, after conferring honours on a 
number of persons, and in his farewell 
letter the King commented: 

“ Wherever we have gone, we and our 
children have been welcomed with a 
spontaneous and hearty loyalty that has 
greatly touched our hearts and made a 
permanent impression upon us. Without 
effort. and without restraint, and in 
obedience to what seemed a natural impulse 
of good-will, the entire. population—men, 
women and children—came out into the 
streets and parks to give us a true Irish 
welcome. e shall never forget it.'' 


HOME RULE BILL 


By the Parliament Act the way for a 
new Irish Home Rule Bill had been opened, 
and events moved rapidly until June, 1914, 
when: the deadlock ensued over the Lords’ 
drastic amendment of the Amending Bill 
providing for the exclusion of Ulster. The 
Ulster. Volunteer Force made ready for 
armed © resistance, . and in the South 


rvolunteers replied by such incidents as 


the Howth gun-running. In this anxious 
situation the personal influence of the 
King was sought, and he summoned a 
conference at Buckingham Palace on July 
20th,. consisting of two leaders from each 
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party directly interested. They were Mr. 
Asquith and Mr. Lloyd George, Lord 
Lansdowne and Mr. Bonar Law, Mr. 
Redmond and Mr. Dillon, Sir Edward 
Carson and Captain James Craig. 

In his opening speech the King referred 
to “the cry of civil war on the lips of 
the most responsible and sober-minded of 
my people.” He was greatly disappointed 
when, after four days, the conference broke 
down. 


NORTHERN IRELAND 

The legislative question of Home Rule, 
suspended for the duration of the War, 
was taken up again and dealt with by 
the Government of Ireland Act, 1920, 
which gave separate Parbaments to 
Northern Ireland and Seute:rn Ireland, 
certain matters, such as Customs and 
Excise, being reserved to the Imperial 


Parliament. ‘‘ Southern Ireland ” was 
in a state of “war,” but © Northern 
Ireland elected its Parliament, and in 


June, 1921, the King travelled to Belfast 
to open its first session: 

In his speech he -said : “Fer all who 
love Ireland, as I do with all my heart, 
this is a profoundly moving occasion in 
Irish history. My memories of the Irish 
people date back to the time when I spent 
many Happy days in Ireland as a mid- 
shipman. My affection for the Irish 
people has been deepened by successive 
visits since that time, and I have watched 
with constant sympathy the course of their 
affairs. I could not allow myself to give 
Ireland by deputy alone my earnest 
prayers. and good wishes in the new era 
which opens with this ceremony, and I 
have therefore come in person, as. the 
head of the Empire, to inaugurate this 
Parliament on Irish soil. I inaugurate 1t 
with deep felt hope, and I feel assured 
that you will do your utmost to make it 
an instrument of happiness and go 
government for all parts of the community, 
which you represent. : 

“This is a great and critical occasion 
in the history of the Six Counties, but 
not for the Six Counties alone, for every- 
thing which interests them ‘toaches 
Ireland, and everything which touches 
Ireland finds an echo in the remotest part 
of the Empire. . é“ 

“ My hope is broader still,’’ he declared 
later in his speech. “ The eyes of the 
whole Empire are on Ireland to-day—that 
Empire in which so many nations and 
races have come together, in spite of 
ancient feuds, and in which new nations 
have come to birth within the lifetime 
of the youngest in this hall. I am 
emboldened by that thought to look 
beyond. the sorrow and the anxiety 
which have clouded of lae my. 
vision of Irish affairs. I speak from a full 
heart when I pray that my coming to 
Ireland may prove to be the first step 
towards an end of strife among her people, 
whatever their race or creed. . se. 

“| T6 is my earnest desire that 
in Southern Ireland, too, there may ere 
long take place a parallel to what 1s now 
passing in this hall: that there a similar 
occasion may present itself, and a similar 
ceremony be performed. i 

“ For this the Parliament of the United 
Kingdom has in the fullest measure pro- 
vided the powers ; for this the Parliament 
of Ulster is pointing the way. The future 
lies with my Irish people themselves. May 
this historic gathering be the prelude of 
a day in which the Irish people, North and 
South, under one Parlmment or two, as 
those Parliaments may/themselves decide, 
shall work together ir} common love for 
Ireland upon the sure foundation of 
mutual justice and respect.”’ 


THE IRISH FREE STATE 

It was, undoubtedly, this speech which 
led to the Treaty and the setting up of 
the Irish Free State, and the adoption of 
a Constitution for the newly-born State 
recognising the, King as head of the 
British Commonwealth of Nations. The 


Articles of Agreement were signed by the 
British and Irish delegations’. shortly 
before 3 o'clock on the morning of 
December 6th, 1921. A telegram announce 
ing this was sent to the King, who.replied 
to the British Prime Minister as follows :— 

“ I am overjoyed to hear the splendid 
news you have just sent me. 

“ I congratulate you with all my heart 
on the successful termination of these 
dificult and protracted negotiations, 
which is due to the patient and con- 
ciliatory spirit which you have shown 
throughout. 

“I am, indeed, happy in some small 
way to have contributed by my speech in 
Belfast to this great achievement.” 

One of the sequels of thts agreement was 
that the Irish regiments, with territorial 
association with the Free State area, were 
disbanded. On June 12th, 1922, the 
colours of these regiments were handed 
back to the King at Windsor. 

Changed conditions, resulting in the 
Constitution of the Irish Free State, made 
it necessary, in 1927, to alter the King’s 
title.

HIS POPULARITY - 


Discussing the King’s popularity, Canon 
Powse said that some of the elements which 
went to produce the popularity of the King 
were within the King himself and in. his 
actions. The one which was most prominent 
was the King’s way of identifying himself 
with his people in their joys and in. their 
sorrows. Associated with sovereignty in many 
minds was the idea of aloofness, When 
George V. came to the throne, he insisted 
on going among his people, Early in the new 


South Wales. The King and Queen went 
there, and had tea with the wife of a miner 
in a cottage. Not once or twice, but many 
times, as they drove through the beflagged 
streets they got out and saw the interiors of 
the homes, Ihe same idea led the King to 
visit his colonies and dependencies, and fo 
send the members of his family abroad in 
the Empire; it led him also to visit the 
soldiers: at the front, and the workers in 
docks and in munition factories. To the 
workers he seemed to come not only as mon- 
arch, but as comrade, with the words of 
Richard II, on his lips, “I Hve with bread, 
like you; feel want and taste grief; need 
friends.” The King, with the Queen and his 
family, had made Britain not only a nation, 
but a household. 

The celebrations to-morrow, concluded 
Canon Dowse, will begin with the King goin 
to 8t. Paul’s. There, in the central churc 
of the Empire, 
honour God as his Sovereign ‘and 
thank him for his reign of twenty-five’ years.; 
It will be no mere pageant, no mere State 


ceremony, but the honour due by. a loyal 
subject to his Sovereign. . King George's sub- 
jects will see the source of his influence, and 
as Joyal sabjects or as outsiders join im 
honouring one who conscientiously and sin-
